Baron Gobert died the 13th of October. He disin- 
herited all his collateral relations, after ordering 
every one of them should be invited to be present 
at the opening of his will.

Tue “ Memoirs and Correspondence of Bishop At- 
terbury,” recently published, are chiefly compiled 
from the Bishop's own manuscripts, and from the 
valuable historical collection known as the “ Stuart 
Papers.” This work throws much light on the secret 
history of Jacobitism in the reign of Anne and 
George the First. Atterbury offered, when Queen 
Anne died, to present himself to the public, in full 
canonicals, and proclaim the Pretender as her law- 
ful successor. At that time he was Bishop of Ro- 
chester and Dean of Westminster. In 1715, he re- 
fused to sign the declaration of loyalty to George I., 
which the other Bishops got up. His correspond- 
ence with the Pretender having been discovered, 
he was imprisoned in the Tower of London in 1722; 
proceeded against in Parliament by a bill of pains 
and penalties ; and, though he denied his guilt (he 
was charged with high treason), was stripped of 
his mitre, deprived of his benefices, exiled for life, 
and deprived of the society of British subjects 
abroad, who were forbidden to visit him without a 
permit signed by the King himself. He went to 
Paris, where he died in 1731, aged 69, and was 
privately buried in Westminster Abbey. His 
literary reputation depends on his letters. In re- 
ligion he was a sceptic. He preached well, how- 
ever, and was one of the best parliamentary orators 
of his time.

Ir was lately stated that Commodore Powell and 
the officers of Her Majesty’s ship Topaze had erected, 
in the island of Juan Fernandez, a tablet to the 
memory of Alexander Selkirk, the tablet bearing the 
following inscription: “In memory of Alexander 
Selkirk, mariner, a native of Largo, in the county 
of Fife, Scotland, who lived on this island in com- 
plete solitude for four years and four months. He 
was landed from the Cinque Ports galley, 96 tons, 
18 guns, A.D. 1704, and was taken off in the Duke 
privateer, February 12,1709. He died Lieut. of H. 
M.S. Weymouth, A.D. 1723, aged 47 years. This 
tablet is erected near Selkirk’s look-out, by Commo- 
dore Powell and the officers of H.M.S. Topaze, A.D. 
1868.’’ Some persons in Edinburgh, grateful for this 
recollection of the undoubted original of Robinson 
Crusoe, have written to Commodore Powell, say- 
ing: “We beg to return you our sincere thanks 
for the great honor done to our departed relation, 
we being the only lineal descendants of the name, 

and having in our possession an interesting relic, 


intended to write.”

Cuaries Reape, D. C. L.—A Household Edition 
of Charles Reade’s novels, which will be uniform, 
compact, handsome, and cheap, has been com- 
menced by Fields, Osgood & Co. It will open with 
“Foul Play” and “Hard Cash,” each complete in 
one 16mo. volume, for a dollar. The edition will 
consist of eight volumes, not illustrated, one to be 
| issued every week until the series is completed. As 
| Reade ranks with Wilkie Collins, and only below 
| Bulwer, Dickens, and Thackeray among recent 
| novelists, there is sure to be a great demand for 
| this new, handsome, and cheap edition. As there 
| naturally is some curiosity respecting an author so 
gifted and popular, and as not much is known on 
that head in this country; we shall here state some 
| facts which it may gratify our readers to learn. 
| Charles Reade, born in 1814, is the youngest son of 
| the late Mr. John Reade of Ipsden House, Oxford- 
| shire, England. He became what is called a 
| Demy of Magdalen College in the University of 
Oxford, and, in due course, was elected a Fellow of 
| that College—the average emoluments of that office 
| being estimated at some $2000 a year, with a set 
| of rooms rent free. It is held for life, or until the 
| fellow pleases to resign it, as was done by Lord 
Macaulay, who was a Fellow of Trinity College, 
Cambridge, when he went to India, officially charged 
with the duty of helping to construct a code of laws 
for that country. In most instances a Fellow of a 
College forfeits his station on marriage. A certain 
number are exempt from taking Holy Orders, and 
are lay-fellows. 

In 1843, then being twenty-nine years old, Mr. 
Reade was called to the bar by “The Honorable 
Society of Lincoln’s Inn.” He has not followed up 
the profession of the law, preferring that of letters. 
His first avowed work was “ Peg Woflington,” pub-

lished in 1852. His“ Christie Johnstone,’’ a charm- 
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ing Scotch story, appeared in 1853. These indi- 
cated a great deal of talent, and the author’s 
prestige was confirmed by “‘ Never too Late to 
Mend,”’ a novel in three volumes, which dealt with 
the great social question of reforming criminals. 
This was published in 1856, and created a great 
sensation. In 1857 appeared “ The Course of True 


Love,” followed by “Jack of All Trades” and | 
“ White Lies” in 1858; “‘ Love Me Little, Love Me | 


Long,’’ in 1859; and “ The Cloister and the Hearth,” 
of which a mere sketch, afterwards expanded to a 
large work, appeared in “ Once a Week” in 1861. 
It contained a faithful representation of domestic 
life in the ages preceding those known as “ the 
dark,” and had Erasmus for its hero. “ Hard 
Cash, a Matter of Fact Romance,” was published 
in “All the Year Round”? in 1863, and “ Griffith 
Gaunt, or Jealousy,” in a London magazine in 1866. 
Last of all, he produced “ Foul Play,’ last year, 
in conjunction with Mr. Boucicault, who, however, 
contributed to that remarkable work not much 
more than a few suggestions and parts of two or 
three isolated scenes. Besides the above works, he 
has produced some others of minor importance, 
and has occasionally contributed to the English 
periodicals, 

Mr. Reade is the author of several plays, of 
which “ Masks and Faces” (in which his favorite 
Peg Woffington figures as heroine) instantly took 
and still retains possession of the English and 
American stage. He has dramatized several of his 
own novels. “Foul Play” was adapted for the 
stage not only by himself, but also, separately, by 
Mr. Boucicault, his nominal co/laborateur. In print 
or on the stage, Mr. Reade has the merit of telling 
his story in the plainest manner. His genius is 
essentially dramatic, and his more recent works 
manifest a higher quality and greater degree of 
intellectual vigor and ‘imagiuation all compact’’ 


than the public had previously given him credit 


for possessing. There is strong individuality in 
all his writings, and his style is effective in its 
simplicity. No living novelist has more earnestly 
endeavored to avoid verbosity—yet, at times, from 


the desire to work out details, he has been sus-, 


pected of diffuseness. Apparently, his greatest 
work has not yet been written.

“The London Bookseller’’ adds the following inte- 
resting and important item of literary history : “ Mr. 
Edmonds was the first apprentice taken by Mr. H. 
G. Bohn, and for some years past had been engaged 
at Messrs. Willis and Sotheran’s, in the Strand, but 
a circumstance which lately brought Mr. Edmonds 
into more public notice was his remarkable dis- 
covery, in an upper lumber-room at Lamport Hall, 


near Northampton, the seat of Sir Charles Isham, | 


Bart., among hundreds of old and worthless vol- 
umes, of a large number of excessively rare and 
interesting works of the Elizabethan era, chiefly 
poetical, and including many hitherto unknown. 
These literary curiosities, mostly in an uncut state, 
Were collected by a Thomas Isham, who died in 
1605, and had remained in this room for many years 
without any knowledge on the part of the family of 
their peculiar value, till Mr. Edmonds, who has de- 
voted much attention to our early literature, and 
who inherits some of the love of letters which dis- 
tinguished his eminent ancestors, Sir Thomas Ed- 
monds and Bishop Kennett, was able at once to 
appreciate so great a treasure-trove, and was thus 
the means, in all probability, of preserving from 
destruction, at no remote period, a collection unpa- 
ralleled in extent, value, and importance. The 
most notable among these books was a small vol- 
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| ume, in extremely beautiful condition, containing 
| three tracts of intense rarity, consisting of a hitherto 
j}unknown edition, dated 1559, of Shakspeare’s 
earliest-written and first-published work, the poem 
| of ‘Venus and Adonis ;’ a copy of the first edition 
of the remarkable collection of fugitive pieces 
entitled ‘The Passionate Pilgrime,’ published sur- 
reptitiously under the name of the great bard in 
the same year, the only other known copy of which 
has long been shown as one of the greatest curiosi- 
ties in the library of Trinity College, Cambridge ; 
and lastly, the free ‘Epigrams and Elegies’ of Sir 
| John Davies and Christopher Marlowe, the whole 
| impression of which was burnt at Stationers’ Hall, 
immediately after publication, in this same year, 
1599, by order of the Archbishop of Canterbury. 
A verbatim et literatim reprint of this volume, in the 
style of the originals, from the press of Messrs. 
Whittingham, accompanied by a preface, including 
a biographical account of all the early editions by 
the editor, Mr. Edmonds, will shortly appear. A 
very limited number of copies (one hundred and 
twenty-five) has been printed, nearly all of which 
| have been already privately subscribed for. Having 
been favored with a sight of this volume, as well 
as of the precious original (it merits this designa- 
tion, for £1000 have been offered for it), we can 
testify to the care and accuracy with which it has 
been reprinted, and we can confidently pronounce 
it to be, as Dr. Dibdin would have expressed it, 
‘in every respect a dainty, delectable, and most 
covetable volume.’ It would be well if all discove- 
|vies of this nature fell to the share of persons like 
the present lucky finder, competent from previous 
knowledge to appreciate their value, and with spirit. 
and tact to make the discovery available to the 
public.” We have no doubt that, in the muni- 
ment chests and old libraries in many ancient 
families in the Midland counties of England, careful 
examination would discover many literary trea- 
| sures, autograph and printed, the very existence of 
which is now wholly unsuspected. 


Tuer is no truth in the statement of the death 
of William Carleton, the Irish novelist. He is in 
his seventy-first year, but his mind retains so much 
vigor that when a newspaper editor, paragraphing 
his death, hinted that his latter days “ had been 
clouded by a growing partiality for Irish whisky,” 
he set his attorney upon the writer, and obtained a 
public apology for the misstatement. Mr. Carleton 
was born in the county of Tyrone, north of Ire- 
land, in 1798, and has been in receipt of a pension 
from the crown (as it is called) to the amount of 
two hundred pounds a year for the last twenty-three 
years.

A History of the Medical Department of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, from its Foundation in 1765; 
with Sketches of the Lives of Deceased Professors. 
By Joseph Carson, M.D., Professor of Materia 
Medica in the University of Pennsylvania ; Mem- 
ber of the American Philosophical Society, ete. 
pp. xii., 215, Philadelphia: Lindsay & Blakis- 
ton. 

The prolonged connection of Prof. Carson with 
the Medical Department of the University of Penn- 
sylvania has given him peculiar facilities for pre- 
senting the interesting record now placed before 
the medical public. The materials for this history 
have been collected with unwearied assiduity for 
many years. No source whence illustrative mate. 
rial could be obtained, how apparently insignificant 
soever, seems to have been overlooked. The 
Minutes of the Board of Trustees, and of the Medi- 
cal Faculty; the Minutes of the Pennsylvania 
Hospital, and of the Philosophical Society; the| 
manuscript documents preserved in the Historical 
Society of Pennsylvania ; public newspapers, such 
as the “ Pennsylvania Gazette” and the “ Pennsyl- 
vania Journal ;” numerous original letters in the 
possession of the author; biographies, many of 
them extremely rare, of the professors who have 
been connected with the University ; pamphlets 
and documents in the Philadelphia Library, and in 
the libraries of the American Philosophical and the 
Historical Societies, especially in that of the Penn- 
sylvania Hospital, have all been laid under contri- 
bution. All this material has been collected and 
collated with conscientious care. The history of 
the institution is brought down to the present day, 
und includes many instructive and deeply interest- 
ing sketches of the bygone lights of the profession 
—such as Dr. Shippen, Dr. Bond, Dr. Adam Kuhn, 
Dr, Benjamin Rush, Dr. Hutchinson, Dr. Physick, 
Dr. Wistar, Dr. James, Dr. Dorsey, Dr. Dewees, 
etc. The work is, in many respects, the medical 
history of our country, inasmuch as Philadelphia 
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was for a long period conspicuously the centre of 
medical influence and authority in the United 
States. Stimulated by a love for the time-honored 
institution which, for more than a century, hag 
shed a lustre on the medical profession of the 
country, the author seems to have had an agreeable 
task. There is little doubt that this history will be 
warmly welcomed by the professional brethren of 
the author, and especially by those who have a per- 
sonal interest in whatever adds to the solid repu- 
tation of their beloved Alma Mater. The book is 
excellently manufactured, and reflects credit on 
publisher and printer. 

On Chronic Bronchitis, especially as Connected with 
Gout, Emphysema, and Diseases of the Heart: being 
Clinical Lectures delivered at the Middlesex Hos- 
pital. By E. Headlam Greenhow, M.D. pp. 
xix., 236. Philadelphia: Lindsay & Blakiston, 
This is a very valuable monograph on chronic 

bronchitis, and particularly valuable because it 

considers in a clear and satisfactory manner the 
diseases with which this common complaint is 
most frequently associated, and the constitutional 
and local conditions with which it is apt to be com- 
bined. The work is illustrated by cases, and is 
presented in the attractive form of clinical lectures. 

The volume sent to us by Messrs. Lindsay & Blakis- 

ton is printed in London, and is admirably gotten 

up, both as regards presswerk and paper. 

The Use of the Laryngoscope in Diseases of the 
Throat; with an Essay on Hoarseness, Loss of 
Voice, and Stridulous Breathing, in Relation to 
Nervo-Muscular Affections of the Larynx.
